shortage may be expected about Nov. 
1, at which time large quantities of 
beet sugar may be expected on the

plenty of sugar for household use, 
there will likely be a shortage at 
soft drink stands i^nd manufacturing 
places of soft drinks where consider- 
able sugar is required. Since prohi- 
bition went into eftect the demand 
for soft drinks has increased many 
times* resulting in a large increase 
in the amount of sugar used. 

The shortage of cane sugar is still 
very serious and grocers have found 
it necessary to limit the amount each 
householder snay purchase. Unless 
the ho u s ek eeper uses econ om y In 
handling and u.'^ing sugar she will 
find herself confronted with exactly 
the same conditions that obtained 
some months ago, when sugar was 
hard to obtain at any price and un- 
der any circumstances.

WWUJ LQgES 15,000 

The suit that was filed in the St. 
Louis Circuit Court a few days ago 
hy a St. Louis woman who alleges 
she lost $5,334 in a fraudulent oil 
stock transaction, would not have 
been necessary had she invested in 
U. S. Securities that the Government 
Is now urging Its citizens to buy. 

The woman wanted 6,000 shares 
in an oil concern that promised 
good returns. Her broker, she 
alleges, said he could obtain the 
stock for $2 per share. She gave 
cash mentioned and her notes for the 
balance, and then learned, she 
alleges, that the stoek eost only $1 
per share. 

There is absolutely no chance for 
fraud in the purchase of the United 
States Treasury Savings Certificates 
that may now be obtained through 
the Federal Reserve Bank or the 
iQo^mmental authorised ^ agency. 
These new securities are issued in 
denominations of $100 or $1,000 and 
the buyer takes no chance. 

Of course Uncle Sam does not 
promise any fabulous interest. But 
he does promise a splendid return. 
The government pays 4.27 per cent, 
on these bonds, and when tax ex- 
emptions are reckoned, the invest- 
ment just above stacks up with the 
six per cent, investments offered in 
substantial commercial enterprises. 

But the beauty of an investment 
with Uncle Sam is that one's prin- 
cipal is absolutely secure, and the 
Interest Is certain to be forthcoming 
on the promised day. 

MEXICANS UNEAETH FOSSIL OF 

A caarr ss FKE T tall 

The fossilised remains of a giant 
measuring thirty-two feet ten inches 
in height, according to report, were 
recetnly discovered by workmen near 
the little village of Nanacamilpa, 
State of Vera Cms. 

The natives, who still cling to 
many of the traditions of their In- 
dian ancestors, declared the giant 
was related to the gods of their fore- 
fathers. They ereetsd a catafalque 
in the plaza, upon which the giant 
rested in state for m*^y days cov- 
eced with flower* and at alg^t care- 
fully guarded.
